Years aGo a dream came true for Harry Ferguson. He 
obtained a patent on a device he had created—a hydraulic 
device that was to enable one man to do the work of many 
on the farms of America.

1. The sum of $9,250,000 shall be paid to Harry 
Ferguson, Inc. as royalties on Patents Nos. 1,916,945; 
2,118,180; 2,223,002 and 2,486,257. 


2. Ford Motor Company shal] not manufacture, after 
December 31, 1952, such tractors, and Dearborn 
Motors Corporation shall not sell any such tractors 
manufactured after December 31, 1952, as have 
(a) a pump having a valve on its suction side, as for 
example in the present Ford 8N tractor, arranged to 
be automatically controlled in accordance with the 
draft of an implement, or 
(b) a pump for a hydraulically operated draft control 


As soOMETIMES HAPPENS, this arrangement terminated 
and Harry Ferguson, Inc. made and marketed its own 
tractor using the Ferguson System. The Ford Tractor 
continued to be made and sold, embodying some of 
the Ferguson patents and inventions. 


Tuus Harry Fercuson found himself in competition 
with his own creations. He believed deeply in justice and 
in the rightness of his claim against the Ford Motor 
Company. It was this man’s faith in these things that 
found justification on this date...

This settlement between Harry 
Ferguson, Inc. and the Ford Motor Company resolves the issues. The inventions in their entirety with which this 
action was concerned will be found only in the Ferguson Tractor and in the Ferguson System in the future,

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Brome-Alfalfa Pasture For Fattening 
Steers Cuts Feed Costs 


RASS acres must bring a cash return 

if your farm business is to make 
money. Let’s look at the possibilities in 
pasturing grass with beef steers. 

Yearling steers have been fattened on 
brome-alfalfa at the Page county, lowa 
Soil Conservation Experimental farm for 
five years. So we have five-year average 
results. . 

In each year, 1946-’50, steers were fed 
to the same condition of fatness so com- 
parisons could have meaning. This con- 
dition is described by Iowa State College 
men as good to choice. 

Four methods of feeding were used to 
bring 785-pound steers to the grade. 
Then comparisons were made on (1) days 
required, (2) gain per day, (3) feed con- 
sumed, (4) cost of gain, (5) feed saved: per 
acre of pasture. 

Here are the methods used and average 
results for the five-year period: 


1. Drylot all the way. This was 
a check lot for comparison with 
grass-fed cattle. 


These cattle required 151 days to make 
he grade. Daily gain was 1.87 pounds. 
Each steer ate 47.5 bushels of corn, 148 
pounds protein, 730 pounds of hay. Cost 

gain was $33.07 per 100 pounds. 


t 


2. Pasture without grain for 56 days. 
Then full feed of ground ear corn until 
bout October 1. Finish in drylot. 

These cattle made just slightly less 

in per day than did the drylot cattle. 
But 30 days longer was required for them 
to reach good to choice condition. 

About six bushels of corn per head was 

ved by the pasture. Other feeds were 
saved too (see table). 
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Pasture-fed cattle made 100 pounds 
gain for $6 less than the cost in drylot. 
Each acre of pasture saved $26.01 worth 
of grain feed. 

3. Continuous grazing without grain 
until end of pasture season. Then full 
feed and finish in drylot. About 68 days 
in drylot were required to reach grade. 

Daily gains went down from about 1.85 
pounds for the first two lots to 1.65 
pounds per day. Days required to reach 
grade were 227. That’s 76 days more 
than drylot; 46 days over 56-day-grazed 
cattle. 

Cost of gain on all-summer grazed cat- 
tle was $24.34 per 100 pounds. Feed 
saved per acre of pasture was $24.07 com- 
pared to $26.01 for part-time grazing. 

4. Controlled and rotation § grazing. 
These cattle were handled the same as 
lot three—pastured all season. Only dif- 
ference was that pastures were cross- 
fenced and cattle rotated. Grass silage

was taken from some fields while cattle 
were off. 

So results were much the same as from 
continuous grazing except that each acre 
of pasture saved $30.27 worth of other 
feed. With the other grass feeding meth- 
ods each acre saved $24 to $26. 

Extra saving of feed with rotation graz- 
ing probably resulted from the fact that 
big growth was made into silage instead 
of going into the soil. 

The five-year cattle feeding experi- 
ments point to these conclusions: 

1. Yearling steers can be used to mar- 
ket brome-alfalfa. The return may be 
$24 to $30 per acre. That’s at 1946 to 
1950 prices. 

2. Pasture feeding saves corn and other 
dry feeds. All-season pasturing may save 
16 to 17 bushels of corn per steer fattened. 
Pasturing for 56 days may save six bush- 
els per steer. 

3. But it takes longer to make cattle fat 
on pasture. You save feed and cost of 
gains at the expense of time.

So far, that hasn’t been done. Some

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Hog Flood Eases Off 


THE FLOOD of hogs to market finally 
seems to be easing off. There may be 
fewer fall pigs to sell in May, and farmers 
may be too busy in the fields to haul all 
of those in. 

Yet there’s plenty of pork in storage, 
lots of broilers, all sorts of eggs. No short- 
age of protein. Beef cattle marketings 
may be down a little. 

On the whole, this was the year when 
the early bird didn’t get the worm. The 
farmers who pushed early fall pigs man- 
aged to hit the market during the low 
period. 

Farmers with late fall pigs, and those 
who brought fall pigs along slowly, will 
apparently do better. 

This doesn’t usually happen. But all 
the rules were off this year in the hog mar- 
ket. 

On spring pigs this year, the early birds 
seem in better luck. August and Septem- 
ber look good. Early spring litters that 
are pushed hard should find a strong 
market. 


Kline, Brannan Agree 


WHY CAN’T farm leaders agree once in 
a while?

“Why Can‘ 


Two Million In Uniform 
May Lose Vote In 1952 


“T CAN’T see why we are kept from vot- 
ing just because we are soldier boys. 
I feel I am just as much entitled to vote as 
when at home.” - 
That’s a quotation from a pamphlet cir- 
culated among northern soldiers in 1864. 
Men in uniform today might well make 
the same remark. In 1944, only one-fourth 
of the men in service got to vote. In effect 
we disfranchised nine million of the 
twelve million under arms. 


HAT was one of the great scandals of 
1944. Now we are in danger of repeat- 
ing it in 1952. 

There are over three million Americans 
of voting age in the armed services. Un- 
less something is done quickly, it is doubt- 
ful if over one-third will get to vote. 

State laws on absentee voting are com- 
plicated. Some states permit absentee

useful yardstick but it isn’t very accurate. 
When you measure with it, you have to 
remember that it’s like stepping off one 
side of a field. You can get a rough esti- 
mate in yards, but a surveyor’s figures 
wouldn’t always match. 

So you can’t say that 100 percent of 
parity is justice and 99 percent is injus- 
tice. The yardstick isn’t that good. 

In fixing support prices, you want to do 
at least two things: 

1. Prevent a real price collapse. For 
that, a support of 80 percent or so will do 
the work. 

2. Guide production. For that, there 
must be freedom to raise supports on 
crops of which we want more; and free- 
dom to lower supports on crops of which 
we want less. 

Rigid supports at 100 percent of parity 
won’t do anybody any good in the long 
run. On this Kline and Brannan are both 
right. 

Glad to see you together for once, boys. 
Try it again some time. 


What “Dieting” Meant 


WHAT DOES “dieting” mean to a farm 
woman today. Taking off weight usually. 
But it wasn’t always that way. 

In a travel book on the United States, 
published in 1871, an English visitor 
noted: “American girls are nervous about 
their thinness, for they are constantly 
having themselves weighed, and every 
ounce of increase is hailed with delight 
and talked about with the most dreadful 
plainness of speech.” 

If 
there is an 80 year swing from plump to 
thin, the answer for the plump girls of 
today is simple.

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Sell On Carcass Grade 


WOULD BETTER hogs be produced on 
American farms if hogs were sold on car- 
cass grade instead of on foot? Canadian 
experience seems to say, “Yes.” 

Canada started to grade live hogs in 
1923, but shifted to carcass grading in the 
jate 1930’s. Grading was gradually made 
compulsory, with hog buyers required to 
pay producers on the basis of grade. 

Ss. C. Barry of the Canadian Department 
of Agriculture reports: “When grading 
was started, as low as two percent of the 
hogs in western Canada went into the 
top grade. Today 80 percent of the hogs 
are in the top two grades.” 

Some good hog raisers in the United 
States say flatly that the system of selling 
on foot simply means that a farmer doesn’t 
get paid enough for hogs with a high cut- 
out value. Packers retort that farmers 
with poorer hogs would squawk their 
heads off if carcass grading were started. 

It is like the old days in the creamery 
business. One can of cream was as good 
as another. And butter quality stayed 
low. When cream was bought on grade, 
butter quality went up. 

Selling hogs on carcass grade might 
give the same kind of a boost to pork. 


Changes In Farm laws 


WHAT WILL HAPPEN to commodity 
loans in the next congress? Or to sup- 
ports for perishables? Or to soil conser- 
vation appropriations? 

This may be a critical election for farm 
laws. Farmers are always in the minority 
in congress. Whether they get the legis- 
lation they want, or hold what they have, 
usually depends on their having a friend 
in the White House and on being able to 
work out an alliance with some other 
group. 

No matter which party wins in 1952, 
there will be a new man in the White 
House who may not take the Roosevelt- 
Truman attitude toward farm problems.

Amounts are small for school lunch pro- 
grams and won’t make much difference to 
market. 


. ONE EXPERT says: “For the first 
time in 15 years, we have a surplus in 
fats and oils.” Farmers may decide to 
plant corn instead of soybeans; sell lean 
hogs instead of fat ones. 


. ONLY 14 PERCENT of the nation’s 
workers are not covered by some type of 
retirement benefit—social security, civil 
service, etc. Farmers are included in the 
14 percent. 


. . » CONSUMERS ARE still saving mon- 
ey. That’s one way to hold off inflation. 


. . . BUSINESS IS getting jumpy about 
the chances of deflation, rather than in- 
flation. One scare came from action of 
house of representatives to limit military 
spending next fall. 


.. . HARD LUCK champions are the 
farmers along rivers who were rained out 
last year, flooded out this year. How long 
can a farmer keep going without a crop? 
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ES-SIR-EE! Top-flight hog growers 
are chalking up some records that are 
worth talking about this season. 

They’re pushing pigs to 56-day weights 
that you would have called impossible a 
few years ago. 

How are they doing it? It’s the old 
story—smart management, good feeding. 

But this year hog men have new tools 
to work with. That doesn’t mean that all 
the old ideas of pig raising are out of date 
—not by a long shot! 

Sanitation and good housing are just 
as important as ever—maybe more im- 
portant. And you still have to give sows 
the right kind of feed and care to get pigs 
that are strong and healthy at farrowing. 

Old standbys such as skimmilk and 
buttermilk products still rate high with 
hog men. 

Now about the new tools: A couple of 
years ago, most of us knew practically 
nothing about antibiotics. 

But this year, practically every hog 
grower in the corn belt is counting on 
antibiotics in the ration to stimulate hog 
growth. 

Newest help for pig raisers is synthetic 
milk or pig milk replacer. 
fortified with anti- 
biotics have helped shorten the time be- 
tween weaning and marketing. Maybe 
synthetic milk is the thing that’s needed 
to get faster growth between farrowing 
and weaning.

the time pigs are three weeks old until 
they are big enough to eat plenty of other 
feed. 

Others, like Carl H. Benson of Powe- 
shiek county, lowa, are using the syn- 
thetic milk to replace sow’s milk com- 
pletely after pigs are about three days old. 

Those farmers and a lot of others think 
there’s a place for synthetic milk in lowa’s 
hog production program. 


Fisher’s plan is simple. It’s just 
a matter of feeding pig milk replacer 
to the pigs when sows begin to 
“suckle down” and the pigs’ appetites 
are getting bigger. 


The Greene county farmer starts creep- 
feeding his pigs when they are about 
three weeks old. A half-and-half mixture 
of shelled corn and 20 percent protein pig 
starter with antibiotics is self-fed. 

At the same time, Fisher starts giving 
his pigs all the milk substitute that they 
want. By the time his pigs are five weeks 
old, each pig is getting about two quarts 
of substitute daily. 

Fisher quits feeding the pig milk re- 
placer when his pigs are eating enough 
other feed to supplement the milk they’re 
getting from the sows. Usually that is 
when pigs are five or six weeks old. 

Fisher, who is raising about 375 pigs 
this season, thinks he has found the an- 
swer to getting pigs to higher weaning 
weights. 

“I have the best bunch of spring pigs 
I’ve ever had,” he declares. Milk sub- 
stitute “gets rid of runts . . . keeps the 
pigs growing until they’re big enough to 
eat feed.” 
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However, some farmers who used syn- 
thetic milk as a complete substitute for 
sow’s milk had trouble in getting started. 

Carl Benson admits that he lost too 
many pigs while he was learning how to 
feed the new product. 

But after he ironed out the wrinkles, 
Benson’s synthetic milk program started 
moving smoothly. In fact, he lost only 
three pigs out of the last 175 which he 
took from the sows at the age of about 
three days. ° 

Benson began by trying to self-feed the 
synthetic milk. His pigs drank too much 
and scoured. Now he is using the hand- 
feeding method. 

At no time during the feeding period 
do Benson’s pigs get more than a quart of 
synthetic milk per day. He figures that it 
takes about eight or nine pounds of the 
synthetic milk powder to feed each pig. 

Benson also had trouble finding a pig 
starter that was adapted to feeding in 
combination with the synthetic milk. 
Working with a feed manufacturing firm, 
he decided that the pig meal which he was 
using was too rich. Combined with syn- 
thetic milk, it caused scouring. 

The sugar content of the feed was low- 
ered and the protein dropped to 18 per- 
cent. Apparently, that solved the problem. 


Benson’s pigs start eating pig meal 
from a self feeder when they are 
seven to ten days old. They get syn- 
thetic milk until they are about five 
weeks old. 


Then they are fed an emulsion-type, 
milk-base supplement in’ combination 
with pig starter until they are eight weeks 
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Substitute is hand-fed.

What kind of gains is Benson getting? 
He’s satisfied that they are the best he 
ever has had. One of his pens of 70 six- 
weeks-old pigs is pictured at the left.

He thinks 
the average was better than 30 pounds 
per head. 

How much extra equipment is Benson 
using? Only some pig troughs. He used

Iowa, is another farmer who tried the new 
product as a complete substitute for sow’s 
milk. 

Crowded for space when his sows 
started farrowing in February, Costello 
took his pigs away from the sows and put 
them on pig milk replacer. His sows 
were bred again for early summer pigs. 


Costello thinks the milk substitute 
may be a good thing under certain 
conditions. “But I'm not going to 
throw the old sow away,” he adds. 


Costello had some trouble—lost too 
many pigs, mostly with scours. If he 
were doing it over again, he would leave 
his pigs with the sows longer, particular- 
ly the smaller, weaker pigs. 

But some farmers like Maurice Beaver 
of Mahaska county, lowa, are weaning 
first-rate pigs that never tasted substitute 
milk. 

Beaver moved 40 pigs to pasture that 
averaged more than 30 pounds each at the 
age of six weeks. “I had pigs in the bunch 
that would beat 40 pounds,” he says. 

Good-milking sows and an 18 percent 
protein pig starter with antibotics kept 
Beaver’s pigs growing fast.

He marks his best milkers for breeding purposes—but 
he says that he may use milk substitute next year. 


Beaver is doing everything he can to 
get his 200 spring pigs on the early mar- 
ket. He is trying to use synthetic milk 
to supplement milk from some of his gilts 
which farrowed later. But he still was 
having trouble getting the pigs to drink 
the substitute when they were three 
weeks old. 

Here’s advice from farmers who are 
using milk substitute for pigs: Don’t ex- 
pect the new product to do everything. 

Without sanitation and other good man- 
agement practices, you can have a lot of 
trouble when you take pigs away from 
their mothers. Warm, dry housing be- 
comes more important than ever. 

Several firms are making milk substi- 
tute for pigs. It’s a good idea to follow 
the manufacturer’s recommendations for 
their use, because each firm has its own 
formula.

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F YOUR fly control program 
didn’t work as well as you ex- 

pected last year, don’t put all the 
blame on the chemicals you used. 

Check up on your sanitation. 
That’s the part of an effective fly 
control program that is neglected 
most frequently. 

Sanitation won’t kill flies. But 
it will hold populations down to 
where chemicals can do the job 
more effectively. Unless the breed- 
ing rate is held down, flies can be 
reproduced faster than any insecti- 
cide can be expected to kill them. 

That’s why Dr. Harold Gunder- 
son, extension entomologist at 
Iowa State College, urges -you to 
clean up barns and barnyards and 
keep them as clean as_ possible 
thru the summer. Here’s how to 
begin a good fly control program. 


1. Scrape your barnyards. 
Clean your stables. Haul ma- 
nure to the field. An undis- 
turbed shovelfal of manure 
will serve as a breeding place 
for a thousand flies in two 
‘weeks if the weather is favor- 
able. 


2. Clean up soggy piles of trash 
such as straw, grass, or weeds. 

3. Fill or drain wet spots and 
holes in your yards. Cover water 
pools with crankcase oil if you 
can’t drain them. Sprinkle borax 
oy the soil under livestock pens 
and around feed troughs. 

4. Allow air circulation and as 
much sunshine as possible in your 
barns and sheds. 

5. Sereen your feed rooms. Be 
sure you have tight covers for 
garbage cans, slop barrels and 
similar places. 

6. [If you have an outdoor toilet, 
make it as fly-tight as possible. Ap- 
ply borax on the contents of the 
pit each day. 

7. Plan to dispose of all dead 
animals by immediate burial, burn- 
ing. or removal from the farm. 

8. Double-check to make sure 
you haven’t missed any place that 
looks like a good spot for fiy breed- 
ing.

early summer and fall, as long as 
daytime temperatures aren’t above 
90 degrees. You can use it safely 
in all barns and on animals, in- 
cluding dairy cows in production. 

The Iowa State College recom- 
mendation suggests one quart of 
one-half of one percent methoxy- 
chlor spray for each animal. One 
to two gallons of two and one-half 
percent spray should be used for 
each 1,000 square feet of building 
surface to be sprayed. 

DDT also is an effective fly kill 
er in cool weather. However this 
chemical has been outlawed by the 
U. S. Food and Drug Administra 
tion for use on dairy cattle or in 
dairy barns and milkhouses. 

DDT can be used in other build- 
ings and on beef cattle up to 30 
days before slaughtering. Appli- 
cation rates are the same as for 
methoxychlor. 

But these chemicals lose some 
effectiveness when temperatures 
go above 90 degrees. 


As a residual spray, lind- 
ane is more effective in hot 
weather than either methoxy- 
chlor or DDT. It can be used 
in dairy barns but not on dairy 
cows because of a Food and 
Drug Administration ruling. 
To treat building interiors with 

lindane, mix one pound of 25 per- 
cent wettable powder in five gal- 
lons of water and apply one gal- 
lon per 1,000 square feet of sur- 
face. 

Daily treatment with a repellent 
spray containing activated pyreth- 
rins is recommended for dairy 
cows during mid-summer months 
Be careful when applying ol! 
sprays on cows. Too much spray 
in one spot may cause skin burn 

Thoro applications of methoxy- 
chlor and DDT to the insides 0! 
buildings should control flies fo! 
four to eight weeks. One applica- 
tion should control flies for two 
or three weeks on cattle. Lindane 
evaporates more easily and doesn't 
last so long. 

Don’t depend on chemicals alone 
to control your flies. Sanitation 
comes first. Chemicals are the fina!

Success With Farrowing Stalls Not Auto- 
matic, Users Decide After The First Trial 


Two Hardin county, lowa, 
farmers, Dwayne Shaver and 
Wendell Clampitt, read about 
farrowing stalls and decided 
to try them this spring. Here 
are their experiences as told 
by Wendell Clampitt. 


we farrowing stalls help 

save pigs? “Yes,” says Shav- 
er, who is very enthusiastic about 
his. Out of 16 litters farrowed in 
them last February, he lost only 
one pig by being mashed. 

My own experience wasn’t as 
favorable. 

Shaver built an addition on his 
hoghouse last year. Provision was 
made for a battery of four farrow- 
ing stalls along one side of the 
feeding alley. Side panels 36 inches 
high make a stall two feet wide 
and eight feet long. 

A two by four at the rear of the 
stall keeps the sow far enough for- 
ward in the stall so there is 12 or 
18 inches room behind her. The 
side panels clear the floor by 12 
inches. 

A 12-inch wide bed at either side 
of the sow is left where pigs may 
rest under heat lamps. Pigs are 
retained by a one by 12 board on 
edge. This 12-inch high wall serves 
to divide one farrowing pen from 
the next. 


~ The farrowing stall does 
more than prevent pigs from 
being mashed. It also keeps 
pigs from wandering away 
from the source of heat and 
getting chilled. 


No sitting up all night with a 
sow any more. Or so I thought. 
But my own experience didn’t 
support that idea. One nervous 
sow turned around in her stall. 
Next morning I found four of her 
ten pigs mashed to death. 

Said Mr. Shaver, “We had some 
try to get out, too. But we fixed 
that. We fastened a panel on top.” 
Building the partitions higher is 
not the answer. A panel about 36 
inches is as high as is convenient 
for a person to work over. 

My own farrowing stall ar-

rangement wasn’t so good. I had 
built three in one end of a 12 by 16 
movable house. Because of crowd. 
ed quarters, I had to leave most 
sows there all the time for several 
days. 

The twice-a-day cleaning was a 
difficult job. And in spite of clean- 
ing, the sow would get herself 
dirty. She had no chance to 
scratch up a clean bed under her. 

Shaver let his sows into the 
alley daily for exercise and for 
feed and water. This way most 
of the manure was left outside. 

How long should you keep sows 
in the farrowing stalls? You hear 
of sow and litter being confined 
there as long as two weeks. But 
Shaver thinks three days would be 
about the limit if you didn’t turn 
her out. 

“A sow will get stiff, standing in 
a pen all the time,” he says. Some 
think sows will get constipated if 
kept confined longer than that. 

Shaver moved his sows to other 
pens within three days after far- 
rowing so he could use the stalls 
for other sows. He tried to get 
them used to the stalls by putting 
them in a few days before they 
were due. 

The stalls I used were no labor 
saver since I did most of the feed- 
ing and watering in the stalls. In 
fact, they were plain inconveni- 
ent. I like to be able to check on 
a sow’s udder frequently. That's 
almost impossible when she’s con- 
fined in such a stall. 

My conclusion is: If you handle 
the sows as Shaver did, and have 
as convenient arrangements, you'll 
probably like farrowing stalls. But 
if you expect to handle them in 
the stalls all the time, you'll prob- 
ably be disappointed. In that case, 
it might be easier to put them in 
a larger seven by seven pen in the 
first place, and use some sort ol 
panel and fender set diagonally 
to shut off half the pen at farrow- 
ing time. 

Then, with a heat lamp in one 
boarded-off corner, you'd get al- 
most as good pig protection. And 
get your sleep, too.

Keep Weeds Out 
Of Cornfields 


Combine 2,4-D With Good Cultivation 
To Whip Tough Weed Control Problems 


wit you win the battle 
against cornfield weeds this 
year? 

If you’re planting corn in a 
well-worked, weed-free seedbed, 
you’re off to a good start. What 
comes next? 

That depends on you and the 
problems that you’ll have. How 
heavily is your ground infested 
with weeds? Will the weather 
permit you to keep weeds under 
control with mechanical cultiva- 
tion? 

If your cornfield weed control 
problems turn out to be big ones, 
maybe you'll want to try chemical 
control. 

How much help can you get 
from chemicals? How should you 


‘use them to control cornfield 


weeds? 

Tests at Iowa State College and 
other experiment stations show 
that the use of chemicals is an im- 
portant part of over-all programs 
for controlling weeds in corn. You 
shouldn’t depend on chemicals 
alone. But they can help when 
used with good cultivation. 

Writing in this month’s Farm 
Science, an Iowa State College 
publication, weed control special- 
ists say that 2,4-D still is the most 
reliable chemical for controlling 
weeds in corn. 


Recent studies show that it 
may be possible to by-pass the 
first cultivation by using a 
pre-emergence application of 
2,4-D. 


One of the advantages of this 
method of chemical control is that 
it stops annual grasses which are 
resistant to the chemical later in 
the season. 

In most cases, pre-emergence 
treatment will enable you to do a 
good job of controlling weeds with 
only two cultivations rather than 
the usual three cultivations. That 
might be a big help in case of wet 
weather. 

But there are precautions to 
take when using pre-emergence 


applications of 2,4-D. Under some 
conditions, pre-emergence treat- 
ment may damage the corn crop, 
and it may not control weeds. 
Here are some points to remem- 
ber: 

1. Be careful if your soil is light 
and sandy. Even reduced dosages 
should be used with caution. 

2. Have a relatively smooth soil 
surface. Extremely cloddy sur- 
faces result in poor weed control, 

3. Don’t disturb the soil surface 
for two or three weeks after pre- 
emergence treating if you want 
maximum effectiveness. 

Most broad-leaf weeds can 
be controlled by spraying aft- 
er the corn is up. Best re- 
sults at Iowa State College 
were obtained with applica- 
tions of one-half pound of the 
amine form or one-fourth 
pound of ester. The 2,4-D was 
applied in 10 to 15 gallons of 
water. 

You'll need a high clearance 
sprayer or an airplane to control 
late weeds such as cockleburs and 
buttonweeds. Here are some pre- 
cautions that go with post-emer- 
gence treatment: 

1. Never overdose. Use only 
enough to kill the weeds. 

2. Avoid spraying on extreme- 
ly warm, humid days. 

3. Get good coverage on the 
weeds, but keep as much spray 
as possible away from the corn 
piants. 

4. Don’t cultivate for at least 
seven to ten days after spraying. 

5. Avoid spraying on windy 
days to prevent drift. Use pres- 
sures of 25 to 35 pounds. 

How much will post-emergence 
application of 2,4-D damage corn? 
Not much if applied at the right 
times in the proper amounts. 

Recent tests indicate that the 
least damage is likely to result 
if the chemical is applied before 
corn plants reach the six-leaf stage 
or between the 11 and 16-leaf 
stages.

New Preservative Makes Farm Treatment 
Make Your Own Treating Tank 


Easier. 


| paras posts that are treated 

with a preservative last longer. 
Some say treatment will add 15 
years to the life of posts—maybe 
more. 

You can buy posts already treat- 
ed. Or you can treat your posts 
on your farm. A new preserva- 
tive, pentachlorophenol, makes 
farm treatment easier. 

Pentachlorophenol doesn’t need 
to be heated when you soak posts 
in it. You can submerge posts in 
the preservative and forget about 
them until it’s time to take them 
out. 

The main thing you need is a 
tank in which you can soak the 
posts. Dick Campbell, extension 
forester at Iowa State College, sug- 
gests a home-made treating tank 
similar to the one pictured on this 
page. 

This tank is preferred to a long 
shallow tank, because it permits 
you to put the butt ends of the 
posts at the-bottom where pressure 
is greatest. It will hold 12 to 15 
posts. A weight can be used to 
hold the posts below the surface 
of the preservative. 


Be sure your posts are thor- 
oly dry when you start the 
treatment. They'll soak up 
more preservative when dry. 
Peeled, seasoned posts absorb 
preservative most easily. 


You should leave posts in the 
preservative for at least 48 hours, 
but not longer than 72 hours. The 
harder the wood, the longer the 
treatment should be. 

Campbell says that some of the 
hard wood posts will last without 
treating. Among them are hedge 
and black locust.

light fuel oil or kerosene works 
best.

Because the pentachlorophenol 
fumes are irritating, the treating 
tank should be located out-of-doors. 
Observe precaution in handling 
the preservative. It can cause se- 
vere skin burns. 


Learn Soil Saving 


In Rural Schools Of Floyd County, Iowa 


BOUT 300 youngsters in the 

rural schools of Floyd county, 
Iowa, have learned some things 
this year that their parents had to 
learn the hard way. 

They’ve been studying soil con- 
servation farm planning as part of 
a three-year course in conservation 
outlined by the state department 
of public instruction. 

Conservation of wildlife, forests, 
water, soil and other natural re- 
sources were studied by the stu- 
dents before they attacked the 
problem of farm planning. 

To supplement published mate- 
rial on the subject of farm conser- 
vation planning, Miss Fannie 
Howell, superintendent of Floyd 
county schools, and her assistant, 
Miss Ella Mae Kruger, called on 
the Floyd county soil conservation 
district for assistance. 

A farm planning workbook for 
the students was designed by 
George Summers, Floyd county 
soil conservationist. The soils dis- 
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trict commissioners, Ed Hofler, 
Robert Schmidt and Bernice Lam- 
bert, used soil conservation funds 
to provide pamphlets and other 
educational material for the 30 
rural schools following the pro- 
gram. 

Field trips to farms on which 
conservation plans were being fol- 
lowed were made to supplement 
classroom work. Students ob- 
served the relationship between 
soil capability maps and farm 
plans. Then~many of them at- 
tempted to design conservation 
plans for farms on which they 
lived. ° 

Later, soil conservation exhibits 
made by the rural school students 
were displayed in the county court- 
house. 

Summers says the rural school 
program has stimulated interest in 
soil conservation among parents 
as well as among the rural young- 
sters of the northeastern Iowa 
county.

New Island Laboratory To Study Foot And 
Mouth; Steamed Bone Meal Safe On Anthrax 


What's being done about 
anthrax and foot and mouth 
outbreaks? Any more news 
on corn storage  investiga- 
tions? Is there any chance of 
new farm legislation soon? 
These and other questions are 
discussed by the editor below. 


O YOU have a good island to 

sell to Uncle Sam? One is 
needed for a safe place to study 
foot and mouth disease. 

It has to be an island small 
enough to police thoroly, and far 
enough away so there will be little 
danger of the virus escaping to 
the mainland. 

Prudence Island, off the coast of 
Rhode Island, was the first choice. 
Back in 1947, Secretary Brannan 
was all set to spend 25 million dol- 
lars on the experiment station. But 
congress called off the deal. 

Now livestock men have been 
badgering congress and Brannan 
to get started again. 

7 * + * 

What are the chances for 
getting a new laboratory on 
research into the causes and 
treatment of foot and mouth? 


Good. The budget bureau has 
found 445 million dollars for Bran- 
nan to use on this as soon as he 
can find the island. Prudence 
Island isn’t available any more. 

Congress will apparently - go 
along this time. Livestock men 
have been doing a lot of talking 
about the need of having a second 
line of defense. ; 

USDA has always figured foot 
and mouth could be cleaned up in 
orgies of slaughter. But that may 
not always work. If the disease 
breaks away and covers too much 
ground, then what do you do? 

That’s what the new laboratory 
is supposed to find out. 

&es © 
How much pork is being 
bought by USDA these days 
in an effort to support the 
market? 

The first purchase amounted to 
seven percent of the week’s out- 
put by federally inspected slaugh- 
terers. The hog market didn’t 
seem to respond. 

Total purchases are not expect- 
ed to exceed 10 million dollars— 
which won’t make much of a dent 
in current supplies. 

This pork is for the school lunch 
program’ next fall, which means 
that problems of storage and dis- 
tribution are involved.

Is imported bone meal caus- 
ing anthrax? And what should 
be done about it? 


There is no evidence as to 
whether imported or domestic 
sources of bone meal are causing 
the trouble. So Dr. B. T. Simms, 
chief of the bureau of animal in- 
dustry, says there would be no 
point in stopping imports. 

He points out that there are 
many areas of the United States 
where the soil is heavily infested 
with anthrax spores. Vaccination 
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and innoculation keep the disease 
down in these areas. 

Some USDA experts say that the 
only sure way to prevent spread 
of the disease thru feeds using 
bone meal is to require processors 
to use steamed bone meal.

For Runts 


Some runt pigs will result 
with the best of management, 
How should they be handled? 
Here’s what late experiments 
indicate is best. 

1. Separate runt pigs from the 
rest of the herd. It’s best if you 
can have runt quarters some dis- 
tance from the place where the 
healthy pigs are kept. 

2 Feed a completely mixed ra- 
tion. That is, grind the grains and 
mix thoroughly with a good pro- 
tein supplement. Michigan ex- 
periments indicate that runts fed 
free-choice don’t eat what they 
ought to have. They may get too 
little protein. 

3. Feed rations that are heavily 
fortified with B vitamins and anti- 
hiotics. Most feed specialists be- 
lieve that feed for suckling pigs 
and runts should contain more 
wntibiotic supplement than the 10 
srams per ton ordinarily recom- 
nended for normal pigs. 

You can feed skim milk with 
good results if you have it. But 
Damon Catron of Iowa State Col- 
lege says that the runt pig ration 
heavily fortified with antibiotics 
nd B vitamins will do even better 
than the old-fashioned skim milk

I don’t know 
whether the children would want 
to sell it or if they would let me 
stay on the farm and receive the 
income or just what would hap- 
pen,” says a Story county, Iowa, 
farm wife. 

What would happen to your 
property if you were to die sud- 
denly? Would it be divided among 
your heirs as you want it to be. 
Or would the division be made by 
a judge according to Iowa law. 

One way to make sure that the 
members of your family get the 
property you want them to have 
is to make a will. In the will:you 
should specify just how you want 
your property divided. 

“We have a farm worth about 
$60,000. The title to the farm is 
in my husband’s name. We do 
not have any children. I wonder 
what division would be made of 
the farm in case my husband died. 
He has not made a will and says 
there is no need to make one now,” 
writes an O’Brien county, Iowa, 
farm wife. 


If the husband dies without 
making a will she will receive 
property worth $15,000 plus 
half of the value above that 
amount. The rest of the prop- 
erty will be divided among her 
“husband's relatives. 


When the O’Brien county farm 
wife dies the property she re- 
ceived from her husband will be 
divided among her relatives, un- 
less she makes a will specifying 
some other division. 

The husband may decide that he 
wants the property to be divided 
among his and her relatives on his 
wife’s death. 

He can do this by making a will 
and leaving all the property to his 
wife, and specifying in the will 
what division should be made at 
his wife’s death. 

“Our youngest son has remained 
at home and helped his father 
farm. He helped pay off a mort- 
gage that was on the farm. The 
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farm has also been improved while 
he was here. I think he should re- 
ceive more of the property when 
we die than the other children. 
But I have been unable to get my 
husband to make a will,” a farm 
wife in Wayne county, Iowa, says. 

Sometimes the father dies with- 
out making a will and the court 
gives his wife one-third of the 
property and each child an equal 
share. Do you think it is fair to 
the son that helped to pay for the 
farm? 

Soon after World War I, a farin 
er thought he was being good to 
his son. He drew up a will leav- 
ing the son-the farm equipment 
and livestock, and half of the farm 
In the will he specified that his 
daughter was to sell her half of 
the farm to the son for a certain 
amount per acre at the time the 
father died. The price was based 
on the value of land at the time 
the will was made. 

The son agreed to pay his siste1 
a fixed amount of the total sum 
each year. He did this for a few 
years. 

Then the depression came. He 
was unable to keep up the pay- 
ments. His sister sued him for 
payment default a few years later. 
The sister wound up owning all 
of the farm. The son had to give 
up farming and move to town in 
order to support his family. 


There should have been a 
provision in the will whereby 
the price the son was to pay 
would be determined by dis- 
interested appraisers figured 
on land values at the time the 
father died instead of at the 
time the will was made. 


If this provision had been in- 
cluded in the will, the son prob- 
ably could have kept the farm. 

Taxes are another thing to con- 
sider in making a will. By getting 
help from a lawyer experienced 
in drawing wills, you may be able 
to avoid some inheritance taxes. 
Take the following case for ex- 
ample:

All 
three must sign the will in the 
yresence of each other.

Will Land Reform Provide It? 


Peasants In 


Asia Think So, Will Fight For Bit Of Land 


One of the great revolutions 
in history is taking place in 
Asia and the Middle East. 
Downtrodden, hungry people 
who have suffered patiently 
for generations are now con- 
vinced that they don’t need to 
put up with fourth-rate lives. 
So they rise in revolt against 
landlords, money-lenders, 
kings and shahs. 


“\ TOTE yourself a farm,” is what 

landless men in the United 
States were told back in the days 
of the Homestead Act. 

“Fight for a farm” is what rebels 
are being told in a dozen countries 
in Asia today. 

Fighting for a farm hasn't 
worked so well in China. Chinese 
peasants who were “given” a farm 
found that they had to do what 
they were told. Taxes were as 
heavy as old-time rents. 


Yet land hunger still re- 
mains the biggest drive behind 
‘every revolutionary cause. 


Is there any way for the United 
States and the United Nations to 
work with this movement, to guide 
it so that land reform will make 
sense in economic terms and will 
make better living possible? 

Perhaps. Look at the land re- 
form program in Japan. Look at 
tlfe land reform program in Korea 
before the Reds drove in from the 
north. In both the United States 
led. 

Prof. Clyde Mitchell, of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, spent three 
years in South Korea in the pro- 
gram to split up the holdings of 
big Japanese landlords among 
Korean peasants. 

In a report issued by the Na- 
tional Planning Association, “Land 
Reform in’ Asia—A Case Study,” 
Mitchell tells what happened and 
what this experience may mean in 
other sections. He feels that lead- 
ership by the United Nations in 
such programs may quiet fears of 
U. S. “imperialism.” 

Korea, like other Asiatic coun- 
tries, needed land reform. Rents 
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were at 50-80 percent of produc. 
tion. Because there were more 
tenants than farms, rents stayed 
high. : 

Mitchell puts forward lessons 
from the Korean land sale which 
he thinks may be helpful in deal- 
ing with farm problems elsewhere 
in the east. He says: 

1. Land sale to actual operators 
is the most dramatic bid any gov- 
ernment can make for popular 
support. 

2. Sell the land to tenants; don’t 
try to reform landlord-tenant rela- 
tions. “The government person- 
nel needed to police a set of fair- 
rent laws is not in existence.” 

3. Production increases are like- 
ly after reforms in land tenure 
because in many places tenancy 
terms have penalized good man- 
agement. 

4. It’s a big job. Don’t think you 
can operate a big land reform pro- 
gram without time and plenty of 
help. 

5. Education in better farming 
and improvement in tax laws are 
needed to keep farms in hands of 
actual operators. 


6. Land reform is only part 
of what needs to be done in 
most countries. Don't think 
the job is over when big farms 
are split up. 


One of the problems is that the 
top one percent who run things in 
underdeveloped countries don’t 
want change. Mitchell says: “For 
such reactionary and selfish ele- 
ments of society there is a potent 
argument: ‘Sponsor reform in your 
own country. Lead your people in 
the twentieth century revolution, 
or communism will do it for you’.”

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Loses Hens From 
Blow-Outs 


To the Editor: My hens are 
a year old and right now are 
in high production. But every 
week I lose a few. Either they 


can’t lay their eggs, or lay 
them and die from hemor- 
rhages. How can I prevent 


these losses?—Mrs. J. R., Au- 
dubon County, Iowa. 


Blow-outs and oviduct hemor- 
rhages are found in high-produc- 
ing hens that are in very high 
production. It has been found that 
if hens are not fed to the extent 
that they are in heavy production, 
this trouble may stop. 

Another suggestion is to add lin- 
seed oil to the ration. This loosens 
up the digestive tract and helps 
prevent injury. Add at least five 
to ten pounds to one hundred 
pounds of laying mash. 





Clay Pigeons Are 
Poison To Hogs 


To the Editor: I bought a 
farm that formerly had a trap 
shooting range on it. I want 
to use this area for hog pas- 
ture. I have been told that 
the clay pigeons are poisonous 
to hogs. What is the best thing 
to do?—C. W., Van Buren 
County, Iowa. 


Clay pigeons used as targets for 
trap shooting are extremely pois- 
onous,to hogs. The only solution 
would be to pick up as many as 
possible, and then plow the ground 
and reseed it. The pigeons will 
not decay and will be poisonous 
for years. 





Chemical Caponizing 
Not Harmful 


To the Editor: We have 
- been having a very good sale 
on our flock of capons which 
were caponized by injecting 
pellets into their necks. Then 
a rumor was started that these 
pellets, if not properly dis- 
solved, would cause cancer in 
humans. Is there anything to 
this?—J. H., Monona County, 
Towa. 


If the pellet of diethyl stibesterol 
is placed in the back of the neck 
and that part of the head and neck 
is removed when the bird is killed, 








there is no harm in eating the 
bird. If there is any undissolved 
portion of the drug left it is re. 
moved with the head. 

It is very doubtful if there would 
be any of the drug left, especially 
if the pellets had been implanted 
at least six weeks before the birds 
are killed. A gréat many chem. 
ically caponized birds have been 
eaten by humans without harm. 





Neighbor’s Stock 
Had Anthrax 


To the Editor: My neighbor 
lost a cow and ten hogs from 
anthrax last winter. Would 
you advise me to vaccinate my 
cattle?—J. H., Tama County, 
Iowa. 

If your neighbor’s farm drains 
toward your farm there is a 
chance of your cattle becoming in- 
fected too. In Iowa, only anthrax 
bacterins, not the spore vaccines, 
may be used. 

Talk this problem over 
your veterinarian at once. If the 
danger is great probably you 
should vaccinate. But the immu- 
nity from bacteria is only three 
to six months.

What Caused His 
Uneven Litters? 


To the Editor: What caused 
the uneven litters I had this 
spring? One sow had sever 
nice pigs, then two that were 
not mature. Another had six 
big pigs, one with only three 
legs and a small dead one.— 
A. G., Woodbury County, Iowa. 


There are many reasons for 
small, weak, deformed or dead 
pigs in a litter. If sows have flu 
when they are being bred or take 
it shortly after, such pigs may re 
sult. 

Brucellosis in a mild form will 
show the symptoms. you found 
This trouble has also been ob- 
served in sows that have not re- 
ceived enough vitamin A during 
the gestation period. This can be 
furnished in green, leafy alfalfa 
hay. 

Better blood-test your sows for 
Brucellosis before the next breed- 
ing. Don’t breed them if you have 
flu. Let the sows have plenty of 
alfalfa hay during the gestation 
period.

NEWS OF WHAT'S NEW 
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T HAS always seemed to me 


that the best one-dish meal 
that I ever prepared was done 
mostly by accident. It was in 
the early fall and just at the 
end-of-the-garden time. I start- 
ed out with a hen—not a fryer—which I 
cut into serving pieces. 

These went seasoned into the bottom 
of a deep casserole. Then I added some- 
thing of everything that I had left in the 
garden. As I remember it there were 
tomatoes, lima beans, potatoes, onions and 
a green pepper. 

The vegetables went on top of the 
chicken in the casserole and were sea- 
soned as we like them. Then on top I 
poured a couple of cups of good rich 
cream and put it in a slow oven to bake 
(covered) for most of the day. 

I had hoped there would be enough for 
a couple of meals but I was wrong. Every- 
thing was cleaned up in one meal. 

Most families have worked out one or 
more favorite recipes for one-dish meals 
that are both food- 
stretchers. 

Perhaps the easiest and most common 
one-dish meals is the good old-fashioned 
meat and vegetable stew. It has many 
different variations but here is a_ basic 
recipe: 

MEAT AND VEGETABLE STEW 


1 pound cubed stew meat 
3 tablespoons flour 

% teaspoon salt 

Pepper as desired 

% cup of fat 

1 medium onion 

1 cup carrots diced 

1 cup celery diced 

4 medium potatoes diced

HERE’S just enough time to 

plan and throw a real good 
party before school is out.

The discus throw is next. Re- 
member when choosing contest- 
ants to advise the teams that every 
member should compete.

Combine the hot milk, sugar, 
salt and shortening. Stir well. 
Cool to lukewarm. Dissolve yeast 
in the lukewarm water, and add 
the milk mixture. Stir in the 
beaten eggs. Gradually add the 
flour, mixing to soft dough. Knead 
until smooth. Shape into a ball, 
and place in a greased bowl. Cover 
with waxed paper and place in 
the refrigerator.

Articles stored in a trunk, chest 
or wooden box that is reasonably 
tight can be protected perfectly 
during the summer by scattering 
one pound of either flake naphtha- 
lene or paradichlorobenzene be- 
tween the folds of clothing, or, 
preferably, between sheets of thin, 
clean paper. 

Keep all covers tightly closed. 
Four ounces will give protection 
under ideal conditions. These two 
chemicals are cheap, so it pays to 
overdose and be safe,

Plant Annuals 


Have Color In Your Garden All Season 


By Carefully Selecting Your Annuals 


ULBS and dependable peren- 

nials beautify the garden in 
spring and through early summer. 
After they have finished with their 
period of blooming the garden will 
be sadly in need of color unless 
annuals are at hand to fill in the 
voids. 

The wise gardener will not plant 
seeds, or buy flats, of just any an- 
nual but will select those with 
colorful blossoms that have an es- 
pecially long blooming’ season. 
Phlox drummondi is well known 
for its continued -blooming habit. 

The dwarf forms, six inches 
high, are fine for edgings. If one 
requires taller varieties, the giant- 
flowered grows to 10 inches and 
the tall-flowered to 15. 

If you have never grown the 
Tetra types, this is a good year to 
get seeds of those. The Tetra 
Salmon reaches 10 to 12 inches 
high with blossoms up to one and 
three-fourths inches across. 

Dahlborg Daisy has doll-sized 
daisies that nestle in innumerable 
numbers among the fern-like foli- 
age. This can be used as an edg- 
ing plant for it remains low. The 
plants start blooming when very 
small and continue on all summer 
and fall. 


They remain neat and trim 
but should they become very 
full of seeds in late summer, a 
shearing will give them that 
“new look” which they keep 

_ until hard frost in autumn. 


To insure weeks and weeks of 
beauty, plant a row of Blue Bed- 
der salvia. To make it something 
extra special set plants of pink 
petunias right next to them. 

The most enjoyment comes to 
have such a planting in line of 
vision of a much looked-out win- 
dow. Neither the salvia or petu- 
nias are difficult or fussy and they 
do provide a long period of beau- 
tiful blossoms with no more care 
than weeding. 

Everyone is acquainted with 
rose moss (Portulaca) but one 
variety, Portulaca Jewel, is com- 
paratively new. The blossoms are 


larger than the ordinary single 
ones and a uniform scarlet in 
color. Casual passersby have mis- 
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taken it for a dwarf petunia not 
believing that any rose moss could 
have blossoms of such size. It is 
idea] to border walks or stepping 
stones and for edgings. 

Throughout the summer one can 
take cuttings of Portulaca Jewel 
and thrust them into any bare spot 
that needs color. Usually one 
watering and just a bit of shaie if 
the sun is very hot enable cuttings 
to root quickly. Blossoms will ap- 
pear shortly. 


Cup flower (Nierembergia 
hippomanica) is a charmer. 


The plants come into bloom 
about 15 weeks after seeds are 
sown, and from then on until 
heavy frosts, do not appear 
without a few blossoms. 


I wonder if it is necessary to 
mention marigolds for garden 
color—for sunshine on the darkest 
days. Still many gardens are with- 
out even one variety. Early Sun- 
shine is a good one for the earliest 
blossoms—like cunning little yel- 
low mums, Limelight is also mum- 
flowered but larger and the light- 
est in color of all marigolds, a soft 
primrose-yellow. There are more 
of this form available. Flash is a 
good single with velvety blossoms 
just to mention one of this type. 

Perhaps you will prefer the car- 
nation flowered kinds. Take a 
nursery catalog and select the ones 
you want of this variety. If you 
lack west foundation plants, you 
will find marigolds a temporary 
solution to the problem. They are 
quite happy and very beautiful in 
this difficult-to-plant location. 

A gardener who does not have 
dahlia seeds on the list wil] miss 
some good “pickin’ flowers” later 
on in the season. It is surprising 
how many times these dahlias will 
save the day when a vase of flow- 
ers is needed. They do their part 
to provide color in the garden also. 

Plant the seeds in the same wa) 
as zinnia seeds. They are just as 
easy and provide many a blossom 
the first year. The tubers may b¢ 
dug and stored for another year, 
or you may think it is even easier 
to simply plant another packet 0! 


seeds next spring.—Olga Rolf Tie-

Low Turkey 


Losses 


The first two or three weeks 
of a turkey’s life often tell the 
difference between profit or 
loss for the owner. 


If you can keep a high percent 
of the poults alive the first few 
weeks you should have a profit- 
able business. Losses during this 
period are called “normal loss.” 

But most of these early losses 
as well as later losses can be pre- 
vented by careful management. 

Only the best brooder equip- 
ment and house should be used in 
brooding turkeys. Single-unit 
houses will help prevent spread of 
diseases. However more work is 
required to service the single-unit 
houses. 

Overcrowding is one of the ma- 
jor causes of poult losses. Over- 
crowding keeps the weaker birds 
away from feeders and waterers. 
Some growers only provide one 
square foot of floor space for each 
seven or eight poults. Losses may

This account is 
by Norval J. Wardle, Iowa 
State College safety specialist. 


“DILL, load up this order and 
take it out to Tom Henry’s 

farm,” Frank Mason told his 

trucker as he handed him a bill. 

“He wants the feed tonight. It'll 
make you a little late, but you can 
catch up on it tomorrow,” Frank 
went on. 

“All right, Pll 
out,” replied Bill. 

Bill soon had the feed on the 
delivery truck and climbed into 
the cab. It was only a couple of 
miles north to Tom Henry’s farm. 

Bill wondered why farmers 
didn’t plan ahead. They were al- 
ways calling in at 4:30 or 5 o’clock 
for feed they just had to have that 
night. But with the new truck, 
Bill figured he could go faster and 
would not be very late getting 
back to town. 

As Bill turned the corner north 
with the truck he noticed a vehicle 
ahead about a quarter of a mile. 
He came up toward it rapidly. 

Bill thought, “It’s a tractor. . I 
can get around it before I hit that 
next turn in the trees.” Just then 
a car came toward them from be- 
hind the trees. 

Bill had started to pull out to 
pass the tractor. But he pulled 
back quickly and slammed on the 
brakes. By swerving to the right 
he just missed the tractor as the 
truck went off the road and into 
the ditch. 


Bill was not hurt. The truck 
didn’t even upset, but it struck 
a tree with the right front 
fender.

However, both the tractor driver 
other drivers should recog- 
nize that its slow speed is a haz- 
ard. 

Tractor drivers, for your own 
safety as well as othtrs, do these 
things: 

1. Be courteous. When possible, 
pull off the pavement onto the 
shoulder to let traffic pass. 

2. Observe all traffic rules just 
as in a Car. 

3. Attach to the tractor a 12 by 
12 inch red flag on a pole eight feet 
high. 

4. When driving at night on the 
highway always have two white 
headlights and one red tail light. 
Never use a white rear light.

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Time To Plant 


Tomatoes 


They're So Useful And Nutritious, 
Gardeners Want Plenty of Tomatoes 


T SOON will be time to set out 

tomatoes. 

Whether you call them fruit or 
vegetable, you’ll want plenty in 
your garden. Because they are 
rich in minerals and in vitamins A 
and C. And because they are so 
useful for serving in many ways. 

There’s more to raising toma- 
toes, tho, than just setting out 
plants. 

“My tomatoes didn’t do well last 
year,” says one gardener. “The 
leaves turned brown and sort of 
died and there were hard brown 
spots that went into the tomato 
fruit. It must have been the hot 
weather.” 

What she was describing might 
have been tomato blight. The year 
1946 was the first that you heard 
much of it in Iowa. Since then, if 
weather is fairly cool in June and 
July, you’re likely to see tomato 
blight in August. 


Tomato blight is a fungus 
disease that’s related to late 
potato blight. Spores are 
spread by the wind. But it 
can also be carried over in the 
garden from tomatoes or pota- 
toes, or may come from buy- 
ing infected plants. 


So better not plant tomatoes 
where you had tomatoes or pota- 
toes last year. And be careful in 
buying plants. Avoid any that 
have dark, water-soaked spots on 
the stems. 
~ “We set out some nice-looking 
plants last year that had been 
shipped in from Georgia,” said our 
neighbor, “but they got some dis- 
ease.” Apparently it was tomato 
blight. 

You should get sturdy plants. 
And buy from a reputable dealer, 
who can vouch that they are true 
to variety. A flat of plants sold m 
one community some years ago 
turned out to be cherry tomatoes. 

“Don’t be afraid to buy too big 
a plant,” advised Mrs. Dean Clam- 
pitt, of Hardin county. She had 
about half her garden in tomatoes 
last year, and got them in early. 
“Then put the plant in the ground 
and cover it up,” she continued. 
“If the stem sticks up too high out 
of the ground, the wind will whip 
it. 
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You can lay the extra length of 
stem sort of horizontally in a 
trench. New roots will grow out 
from this. 

How wide to space tomatoes? 
Three feet is perhaps standard. If 
pruned and staked, they may be 18 
inches apart in three-foot rows. 
Wider spacing -helps to prevent 
blight. That’s because light and 
air penetrate better, helping to 
keep the foliage dry. A leaf damp 
on the under side invites attack 
from the fungus. So it might help 
to space plants three feet in rows 
six feet apart. 

You can control blight pretty 
well by spraying or dusting if you 
start in time. It can’t eliminate 
the disease on the infected plant. 
3ut it can prevent the spores from 
getting started. 


It's advisable to give the 
newly-set plants protection 
from the wind and sun. But 
don’t make the mistake one 
did of using paper caps with- 
out cutting holes in them. 
When the sun came out hot, 
the plants actually cooked. 


Mulching is good for tomatoes. 
“We mulched ours with straw,” 
said Mrs. Clampitt, “and it made a 
world of difference. It kept them 
from drying out and from rotting, 
besides keeping the weeds down.” 

Tomatoes seem to bear better 
when growing in a mulched bed. 
There isn’t the extreme changing 
from wet to very dry soil. Grass 
clippings are good material for a 
muich. 

What varieties are recommend: 
ed? You can get varieties that are 
resistant to wilt and certain other 
diseases. Rutgers is one of these. 
It is a dependable mid-season va- 
riety (73 days to bearing). It has 
the characteristic of ripening from 
the inside out. Inside flesh will 
become red, even before the out- 
side has fully ripened. 

Varieties differ in acidity, too. 
One of the earliest, Earliana (60 
days) is quite acid. Yellow fleshed 
varieties, on the other hand, are 
always milder. They might appeal 
to those who dislike the acidity 0! 
the red tomato. And their color 
makes a pleasing contrast, when 
slicing.

On Contour 


Contouring On Slopes Prevents Soil Loss And 
But It’s Hard Getting Started 


Boosts Yields. 


If you are new at contour- 
ing, you are probably having 
your troubles. There will be 
days when you wonder why 
you ever started. Hang on! 
Contouring pays. And next 
season, it will go easier. 


ONTOURING is a lot of work. 

What does a farmer gain by 

it? Here is a summary from lowa 
State College: 

1. Soil losses will be cut in half 
on the average. If you’re farming 
on a really steep slope, the saving 
will be greater. But even if slope 
is only four or five percent, good 
soil will be saved by contouring. 

2. Corn yields have gone up 
around 7.4 bushels per acre in ex- 
periments with contour farming 
versus up and down farming. In 
a dry year, increases may be much 
larger than this. 

3. Soybean yields have gone up 
2.7 bushels per acre in experimen- 
tal tests. Again, yields have gone 
up more in dry years. 

Gains in soil saving are most 
evident in a wet year. Sometimes 
there are soggy spots on the slope, 


+ * 


and a farmer may wish for more 
of a run-off. But the soil stays 
put. 

For all crops, gains in yield 
show up more in a dry year. 
When only a few inches of rain 
fall in the growing season, the 
contoured field holds every drop. 
Ask the old-timers who contoured 
before the dry years of 1934 and 
1936. 

On slopes where the soil is thin, 
where land dries out fast, and 
where July and August dry spells 
do the most damage, contouring 
brings its greatest cash returns. 

How to lay out contours? In 
every neighborhood now, there is 
usually some farmer who has had 
experience. Extension and SCS 
folks can be useful. 

Field days give farmers a chance 
to see how contouring and other 
soil conserving methods work. Be 
low are places and dates of six 
May field days in Iowa. 

These field days feature contour 
plowing and planting. They also 
show how to build terraces, fill 
ditches, renovate pastures, use sub 
soilers for wet areas, and handle 
long grass silage.

To the Editor: A man selling 
hog feed told me I had been se- 
lected by Iowa State College 
for a hog-feeding demonstra- 
tion. If I bought enough of 
his feed, plans for the demon- 
stration could be completed. 
Does Iowa State College have 
such salesmen?—B.A., Bremer 
County, Iowa. 

No. Iowa State College author- 
ities say that the college does not 


have any people selling feed or any 
other product for a price. 


Educational work in your coun- 
ty is centered around your county 
extension director. 

If a salesman offers you some 
feed or fertilizer you never heard 
of before, get in touch with your 
county extension director. He can 
probably give you some informa- 
tion on the product. 





Poor Egg-Feed 
Ratio 


The egg-feed ratio is worse 
now than it has been since 
1924, reports Francis Kutish, 
extension agricultural econo- 
mist, and L. Z. Eggleton, ex- 
tension poultryman at lowa 
State College. 

The egg-feed ratio in February 
was listed as 7.6—or that many 
pounds of feed a flock owner could 
buy with one dozen eggs. Last 
year the ratio was 8.3, and the 
five-year average is 10.8. 

The ratio will not improve until 
higher egg prices are received this 
summer, Kutish and Eggleton re- 
port. 

Efficient egg production is a 
must if Iowa egg producers are to 
show a profit from their flocks. 
The present unfavorable ratio may 
also wipe out the profits made so 
far this year. 

With the present egg-feed ratio, 
poultrymen can’t afford to feed 
non-layers. If egg production does 
not average at least 65 eggs for 
every 100 hens, that’s an indica- 
tion the flock needs to be culled. 

The culling process will need to 
be a weekly chore, Eggleton adds. 
Look for hens with yellow beaks 
and shanks, and shriveled, dry 
combs. It’s these non-producers 
that are running up the feed bilk 
They should be culled out and sold 
on the. next trip to town.

Abstract 


To the Editor: Is it possible 
that an abstract on some real 
estate may not show all the 
liens that are against it? How 
can I be sure of getting a clear 
title?—L. E.. Washington 
County, Iowa. 


An abstract of title is a summary 
of the documents which have been 
recorded that may affect the title 
to real estate. 

Many documents or factors 
which may affect the title may not 
have been recorded. For example, 
a mechanic’s lien for improve- 
ments to the property might not 
have been recorded. 

Oral lease agreements or oral 
easements which are not recorded 
may affect title. 

For this reason many purchasers 
want the warranty deed from the 


seller. In this the seller promises 


| that he will personally assume the 


responsibility, expense or damage 
caused by flaw in the title which 
had not been recorded. . 





Hogs Cause Car 
Accident 


To the Editor: Not long ago 

I drove over the crest of a hill. 

There was a herd of hogs in 

the road, and I could not avoid 

hitting them. Who is respon- 
sible for the damage to my 
car? The owner of the hogs 
thinks that I am liable for the 
damage to his hogs?, Is he 
right?—J. J., Polk County, 

Iowa. 

Under the law of Iowa, the own- 
er of domestic animals must main- 
tain a fence which will keep the 
stock confined. Sometimes stock 
escapes thru a fence and gets on 
the highway causing an auto acci- 
dent. 

Then it is a question for a jury 
to decide whether the auto driv- 
er could have avoided the accident 
or the owner of the stock failed 
to use reasonable care in confin- 
ing his stock. 

It is impossible to tell whether 
you or the owner would be liable 
since that decision can only be 
made by a jury after hearing all 
the facts.

Two New Breeds 
Of Hogs 


Two new breeds of hogs 
have been developed and ad- 
mitted for registry by the In- 
bred Livestock Registry Asso- 
ciation of St. Paul, Minnesota. 


Beltsville No. 1 was produced in 
the Bureau of Animal Industry 
experimental herd at the U. S. ag- 
ricultural research center, Belts- 
ville, Maryland. The breed has 
about 75 percent Landrace and 25 
percent Poland China blood. 

Maryland No. 1 is the second new 
breed. It was developed by the 
Bureau of Animal Industry in co- 
operation with the Maryland ex- 
periment station. This hog is 62 
percent Landrace and 38 percent 
Berkshire. 





Extra Hog Profits 
Buy Farm 
Hog raisers’ profits vary 

widely. Some make four times 
as much profit above feed 
costs as others make. This is 
shown by ten-year records 
kept by 200 Illinois hog 
raisers. 


Ten-year records on two farm- 
ers compare this way: Each fed an 
average of $3,000 worth of feed per 
year. One averaged $3,500 per 
year for his hogs or a profit above 
feed cost of $500. The other got 
$5,100 for his hogs, a profit of 
2,100 per year. 

In the ten-year period, one farm- 
er’s profit above feed cost was 
$5,000. The other got $21,000. The 
difference of $16,000 would buy a 
small farm. 

The 60 best hog raisers out of 
the 200 made twice as much above 
feed cost as the 60 at the bottom. 
Top 60 got $170 for each $100 
worth of feed fed. The low-profit 
60 got $134 for each $100 worth of 
feed fed. 

These were all 
keeping hog men. What made the 
big difference? Says E. L. Mosher 
of the University of Illinois: 

High-profit hog raisers (1) mar- 
ket hogs early, (2) wean large lit- 
ters, (3) use the two-litter system, 
(4) feed more protein, (5) use 
more pasture, (6) prevent death 
losses after weaning, and (7) sell 
at medium weights.

“Run Out” 


Oats do not “run out” and 
become lower yielding. O. T. 
Bonnett, Illinois plant breeder, 
Says oats are self-fertilizing. 
With no cross fertilizing there 
is “virtually no chance for 
genetic changes which would 
affect performance.” 


At the Illinois experiment sta- 
tion the same oats were grown for 
over 40 years. Yields were 58 
bushels in the first ten years; 54 
bushels in the second; 64 bushels 


in the third; 61 bushels in the 
fourth ten years. Tests began in 
1905. 


, But of course your seed oats 
might become lower yielding if 
they got mixed with a poorer va- 
riety at threshing time. Or if some 
new disease came along to which 
the oats were vulnerable. 





Calves Need Green, 
Leafy Hay 


To the Editor: One of my 
calves is foundered. We are 
feeding her whole oats, calf 
pellets, and some fresh whole 
milk. She eats good. But her 
leg muscles seem to be very 
weak.—A. M., Floyd County, 
lowa. 


It is doubtful if this calf is foun- 
dered. In late winter and early 
spring, rickets is a common con- 
dition because of lack of sunshine. 
3etter have a veterinarian look at 
the calf to find out the trouble. 

With regard to the ration, start 
feeding the calf green, leafy hay. 
Turn the calf out to pasture as 
soon as possible. 





Income Tax On 
Farm Sales 


To the Editor: If I sell a 
farm that I have been renting 
to others, do I have to pay in- 
come on the whole amount or 
just on the gain? Would there 
be income tax if I invest the 
money in another farm or 
property.—L. 0O., Allamakee 
County, Iowa. 


You’d have to pay U. S. income 
tax on 50 percent of the gain or 
profit. 
of this kind during the taxable 
year would have to be figured to- 
gether. 

No Iowa state income tax would 
be due on this transaction as the 
Iowa law does not tax capital gains 
or allow for capital losses. 

You would still have to pay the 
tax if you invested the money in 
another farm. Under certain con- 
ditions an even trade (no “boot’”) 
of like property does not produce 
taxable gain.

A fifth Gold Star Herd award has 
been made to Pieneer Hi-Bred Corp 
Company, Johnston, Iowa, on its herd 
of registered Jerseys. 

The herd won the award after com- 
pleting another year on official herd 
improvement registry testing. The 
Gold Star recognition is for unusually 


high production over a four-year pe. 
riod. 

Last year this herd had 27 cows with 
an average production of 7,823 Ibs. of 


milk containing 441 lbs. butterfat. Over 
the past four years this herd has had 
an average of 25 cows producing 7,972 
Ibs. milk containing 451 Ibs. butterfat 
apiece. All tests on the herd have been 
checked by Iowa State College and the 
American Jersey Cattle Club. The herd 
average is more than two times greater 
than that of the average dairy cow in 
the United States. 


Ponds Need Cover 


A farm pond without vegetation on 
its banks is like a car without paint. 
R. K. Davis, wildlife specialist at Ohio 
State University, says both are eyesores 
and will have short useful lives. 

Davis warns pond owners, “Raw erod- 
ing pond banks will fill a pond with silt 
in a short time.” Vegetation around a 
pond will protect it from erosion and 
improve it for wildlife. He recommends 
sowing grass and legumes to within 15 
feet of water in the pond. Back of this 
area, pine and spruce trees and food 
bearing shrubs can be planted. 

“The finishing touch to a pond area, 
like the chrome on an auto,” Davis 
adds, “is a living fence of multiflora 
around the site.” Proper planting can 
make the farm pond a haven for wild- 
life and a center of family recreatio:

Shear Before Pasturing 

For high-quality fleece that brings 
top market prices, the best time to 
shear your sheep is just before they go 
onto pasture in the spring. 

Dick Carlisle, extension livestock 
specialist at the Illinois College of Ag- 
riculture, says the sheep will have few- 
est tags—short tufts, that is—in the 
early spring before pasturing. 
offers some tips on actual shearing 
which will help you get better fleec« 

1. Always shear in a clean place, free 
from chaff and dirt.

2. Don't shear unless the sheep re 
completely dry. 
3. Throw out all tags. 


4. Try to avoid second cuts. The few- 
second cuts you have, the better the 
quality, because the fibers will 
all be uniformly longer. 

Besides careful shearing, another - 
portant requirement for high-quality 
fleece production is good management 
Three steps go a long way toward pro- 
ducing quality fleece: well-balanced 
winter rations, good pasture in the 
summer and control. of external para- 
sites by dipping the sheep a week or

Three Pound Daily Gain 


We should no longer be satisfied to 
make two pounds a day gain on our 
steers in the feedlot, according to R. L. 
Davis, superintendent of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska Fort Robinson Cattle 


Research Station. 

Mr. Jarvis says “three-pound-a-day 
steers” can be produced now. Thru 
tested stock, he says, it is possible to 
make a very material increase in beef 
production. 

“If we add only .2 of a pound per 
head to daily gain on beef animals,” he 
said, “it would mean an increased in- 
come of more than five million dollars 
yearly to the national beef income. 
And that’s at average beef prices. 


Some buyers are offering two to three 
cents a pound premium for feeders 
from tested bulls. Already, he adds, a 
number of breeders in the middle west 
are searching for tested stock because 
they have learned by experience that 
the progeny of these animals are more 
profitable in the feedlot. 


Soil Needs Fertilizers 


Chemical fertilizers are necessary in 
building up organic matter supplies for 





large land areas. That was the state- 
ment of Dr. L. M. Turk, head of the 
soil science department of Michigan 


State College. 

Organic matter, says Dr. Turk, is es- 
sentially important in soil fertility. 
But it can’t do the whole job by itself. 
Chemical fertilizers are needed in builde 
ing up that organic matter on large 
land areas. “For efficient crop produc- 
tion,” says Dr. Turk, “lime fertilizer 
and organic matter go hand in hand. 
Organic matter is dependent on plants. 
Plants are dependent, among other 
things, upon an adequate supply of soil 
minerals. 





Nine Holstein herds in Iowa have 
completed a year of production testing 
in the official Herd Improvement Reg- 
istry program of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. 

These are: Everett Renfrow, Yale 
cows averaged 484 pounds butterfat 
and 13,124 pounds milk in 286 days on 
two milkings daily: Vernon V. Lyford, 
Manly—10 cows averaged 383 pounds 
of butterfat, and 11,688 pounds milk in 
307 days on two milkings daily; George 
B. Jensen, Exira—11 cows averaged 533 
pounds butterfat and 15,296 pounds 
milk in 308 days on two milkings daily; 
Kenneth J. Schultz, Postville—27 cows 
averaged 415 pounds butterfat and 10,- 
862 pounds milk in 271 days on two 
milkings daily; Francis Winslow, Grun- 
dy Center—18 cows averaged 442 
pounds butterfat and 12,031 pounds 
milk in 301 days on two milkings daily; 
Claude E. Wylam, Waverly—22 cows 
averaged 366 pounds butterfat and 10,-

034 pounds milk in 284 days on two 
milkings daily; C. H. Miller & Son, 
Clarion—18 cows averaged 411 pounds 


of butterfat and 11,210 pounds of milk 
in 301 days on two milkings daily; 
Wallace Y. & Agnes J. Mills, Coggon— 
21 cows averaged 504 pounds butterfat 
and 13,999 pounds milk in 307 days on 
two milkings daily: Knapp & Merner, 
Cedar Falls—33 cows averaged 407 
pounds butterfat and 11,57 pounds milk 
in 297 days on two milkings daily. 

Testing was supervised by Iowa State 
College in cooperation with the na- 
tional association. 


Through a comparison of official pre- 
duction records between daughters and 
dams, Cherrybold N J General, regis- 
tered Holstein bull owned by Robert 
Thompson & Ernest M. Wright, Vinton 
and Waterloo, Iowa, has been proven 
favorably on a production basis. Pub- 
lished by the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America, figures indicate this 
bull raised the production of his daugh- 
ters over that of their dams by 68 
pounds of butterfat and 1,710 pounds of 
milk. 

Statistics are available on five pairs 


of daughters and dams which show 
that the daughters of this bull aver- 


aged 516 pounds of. butterfat and 14,500 
pounds of milk, as against 448 pounds 
of butterfat and 12,790 pounds of milk 
for the dams. All records used in mak- 
ing these comparisons are adjusted to 
a mature, twice-daily milking, 305-day

The most effective means of adding 
organic matter to large areas of soil is 
by an intelligent use of purely inor- 
ganic fertilizers, Dr. Turk believes. 


Growing a cover crop through the use 
of commercial fertilizer and plowing it 
under adds greatly to the soil’s organic 
matter supply. 

While the small home gardener may 
be able to substitute the compost pile 
for commercial fertilizer in a vegetable 
patch, says Dr. Turk, it is economically 
unsound for a commercial farmer to 
attempt to do likewise. ‘“‘No proof has 
been offered,” he states, “that crops 
grown without chemical fertilizer are 
more free from disease and insects than 
are those produced with fertilizer.” j 


In recognition of having produced 
over a ton of butterfat during a four- 
year period on Herd Improvement Reg- 


istry test, two registered Jersey cows 
owned by Arthur G. Meyer, Holstein, 
Iowa, have been awarded Ton of Gold 
certificates by the American Jersey 


Cattle Club. 

The cows in the Meyer herd that won 
the award were Majesty Velta Ruth 
and Fairy Boy Oxford Lily. Their four- 
year production was respectively as 
follows: 53,662 pounds milk with 2,097 
pounds butterfat and 52,191 pounds of 
milk with 2,464 pounds butterfat. 





Everette ‘Davis’ herd of registered 
Jersey cattle has just completed a year 
of official Herd Improvement Registry 
testing. Davis lives near Crawfords- 
ville, Iowa. 

The herd averaged 9,377 pounds milk 
containing 498 pounds butterfat per 
cow during the year. The herd had an 
average number of 12 cows during the 
test period. All tests on the herd were 
made by lowa State College and veri- 
fied by the American Jersey Cattle Club, 
which has its national headquarters in 
Columbus, Ohio. 

A registered Jersey bull, Siegfried 
Piper, owned by J. N. Martin, New 
Providence, lowa, is announced by the 
American Jersey Cattle Club as having 
qualified as a tested sire. 

Ten tested daughters of Siegfried 
Piper produced an average 9,327 pounds 


milk and 511 pounds butterfat on a 
twice daily milking, 305-day mature

YITH FIELD WORK now in full 
W swing, we’d like to remind our 
readers to practice safety first. The 
National Safety Council warns that ac- 
cidents on farms are likely to be far 
greater this year than any time since 
World War II ended. Safety Council 
officials explain that there are more 
inexperienced farm hands this year, and 
that the danger of accidents grows when 
untrained workers handle farm machin- 
ery or livestock. The time spent in 
helping train willing but inexperienced 
workers will be time well spent. It 
may prevent a serious accident. 


TESTS MADE WITH phosphate and 
potassium at the Iowa Agronomy Farm 
near Ames show that fertilizer applied 
annually to corn in the four-year rotation 
gives much better results than if the same 
amount of 0-20-20 is put on just once 
every four or eight years.

THOSE FLOOD WATERS along the 
Missouri and other rivers have been a 
hard blow to many farmers in lowland 
areas.

Last year, 
the per capita consumption of meat was 
only 188 pounds and it was 7 per cent 
less than the government had expected 
it to be.

OVERCROWDING IS ONE of the 
greatest sins in the poultry production 
field. This applies to feeder and water 
space as well as to floor space. Six-week 
old chicks must have at least one square 
foot of floor space apiece. Growing 
chicks need at least thirty feet of feeder 
space per hundred birds, Six-week old 
chicks need about four gallons of water 
per hundred birds. Adequate feeder and 
water space, just like floor space, is not 
an expense. It’s a saving on feed, time, 
labor and it helps to assure healthy, 
productive, profitable hens. 


IT SEEMS there’s always something 
to cause livestock feeders concern. Of 
late, anthrax has come into the Midwest, 
with Iowa reporting 20 cases early in the 
year. Ohio, Indiana and Illinois have 
also had outbreaks. The menace continues 
wherever disease spores have gotten into 
the soil and there is no known means of 
eliminating the spores once they are es- 
tablished. We urge farmers to call a vet- 
erinarian at the first sign of any trouble. 
Quarantines are necessary whenever an 
outbreak occurs. Carcasses of affected 
animals must be destroyed.
